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NEW  ORDERS 

New  orders  for  manufactured  producti 
billion  in  September  increased  SI. 5  billio 
August  level,  after  seasonal  adjustment,  flfiSsI^ure'i^Q 
of  the  Census,  U.S.  Department  of  Cjprnrherce, 
announced  today.  The  durable  goods  sectcur^ported 
a  SI  billion  increase  to  S28.3  billion,  i^niiurable 
goods  manufacturers  showed  a  $500  million  increase 
to  $23.4  billion  from  $22.9  billion  in  August,  in- 
creases were  widespread.  In  the  durable  goods 
area,  the  most  substantial  gains  occurred  in 
primary  metals  and  machinery  industry  groups. 
(For  most  nondurable  goods  industries,  orders  equal 
shipments.)  Orders  for  the  machinery  and  equip- 
ment industries  showed  virtually  no  change  from 
August  with  declines  in  transportation  equipment 
other  than  motor  vehicles  and  parts  offsetting 
increases  in  other  industries.  The  new  defense 
products  series  based  on  separate  reports  filed  by 
large  defense  contractors  indicated  an  order  decline 
to  $1.9  billion  from  nearly  $2.4  billion  in  August.

SHIPMENTS 

Manufacturers'  shipments  in  September  increased 
to  $51.2  billion  compared  with  $49.7  billion  in  August. 
All  major  durable  industry  groups  recorded  in- 
creases from  their  August  totals  with  primary 
metals,  nonelectrical  machinery,  and  transportation 
equipment  reporting  the  largest  gains.  Shipments 
of  total  durables  for  September  amounted  to  $27.9 
billion,  $1.2  billion  higher  than  the  August  total  of 
$26.7  billion.  September  shipments  of  nondurable 
goods  increased  to  $23.3  billion  from  $23.0  billion 
in  August.  Moderate  increases  occurred  in  most 
nondurable  industry  groups.    (SEE  CHART  2)

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UNFILLED  ORDERS 

Unfilled  orders  of  $80.6  billion  held  by  durable 
goods  manufacturers  at  the  end  of  September  showed 
a  $400  million  increase  from  the  August  total. 
However,  the  substantial  increase  in  shipments  of 
durable  goods  coupled  with  the  moderate  increase 
in  backlog  resulted  in  a  decrease  of  the  unfilled 
orders- shipments  ratio  for  durable  goods  from  3.38 
in  August  to  3.24  in  September.  Moderate  increases 
in  most  major  industry  groups  were  partially  offset 
by  a  sizeable  decline  in  the  backlog  for  the  aero- 
space industry.    (SEE  CHART  3)

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INVENTORIES 

Total  inventories  held  by  all  manufacturers  at 
the  end  of  September  continued  to  increase  on  a 
seasonally  adjusted  basis  to  $86.9  billion  compared 
with  $86.7  billion  at  the  end  of  August.  However, 
this  $200  million  increase  contrasts  with  a  $900 
million  increase  recorded  in  August.  As  a  result 
of  the  moderate  increase  in  inventories  and  the 
substantial  increase  in  shipments,  the  inventories- 
shipments  ratio  reversed  direction  and  decreased 
to  1.70  in  September  compared  with  1.74  in  August. 
The  inventories  of  durable  goods  manufacturers  in- 
creased $100  million  to  $56.2  billion  at  the  end  of 
September.  Most  durable  industry  groups  remained 
near  their  end  of  August  level  with  only  minor 
changes.  The  notable  exception  was  the  decline  in 
the  automotive  sector  of  the  transportation  industry, 
primarily  because  of  significant  declines  in  its 
materials  and  supplies  inventories.  Inventories  of 
$30.7  billion  for  nondurable  goods  manufacturers  at 
the  end  of  September  showed  virtually  no  change 
from  the  August  level  of  $30.6  billion.  The  moderate 
increase  in  finished  goods  of  nondurable  stocks  was 
nearly  offset  by  the  minor  declines  in  materials 
and  supplies  and  work-in-process.    (SEE  CHART  4)
